50,000,000 PENNIES, 


MONTHLY RECORD IN LONDON’S’ 
SLOT GAS METERS. 
. Though it is estimated that 50,000,000 
pennies are shut up each month in 
the penny-in-the-slot gas meters there 
is no shortage of copper coins in Lon- 
don, as has been reported in Scotland. 
To some extent this is due to the 
custom -of the collectors of the gas 
companies to dispose of their copper 
immediately on collection amongst 
local banks and also amongst trades- 
men, who are always glad. to get 
small change. The South Metropo- 
litan Co. collect every. month from 
their - penny-in-the-slot meters as 
much as £80,000 in copper, or 
19,200,000 coins, and as it is estimated 
that £443 worth of copper weighs a 
yon. the monthly receipts weigh some- 
hing like 18} tons. Definite figures of 
e Gas Light and Coke Co.’s busi- 
ness are not available, but as this con- 
cern serves as large an area, if not a 
arger, than the South Metropolitan, 
t may be assumed that at least as 
many pennies are ea in their meters. 
This brings the total up to nearly 
40,000,000 pennies, and with the sys- 
tem of the Wimbledon and Epsom 
Gas Co. and the machines at the rail- 
way stations a rough but close esti- 
mate of 50,000,000 pennies. can be 
gained.
